pwd 
pwd : displays the present working directory where you are currently in. 


Example 1: Display the present working directory 


$ pwd 
/home/valentine

cd 


cd : Change directory. 


Example 1: Move to the root directory. 


$ cd / 


Example 2: Move to the /var/www/ directory 


$ cd /var/www/

Challenge 2: Move to the the bin directory inside /usr .

Is 


is : lists the content of a directory. 


Example 1: List the contents of a directory. 


Example 2: Lists the contents of a directory including the hidden files. 


$ ls -la 


Challenges 


Challenge 1: Navigate to /var and display the contents of the directory. 
Challenge 2: Navigate to /var/run and display the contents of the directory including 
the hidden files. 


mkdir 


mkdir : create a new directory, provided it doesn't exists. 


Example 1: Create a new directory with the name newfolder . 


$ mkdir newfolder 


Example 2: Create a directory nello inside the newfolder directory. 


$ mkdir -p newfolder/hello

Challenges

rmdir 


rmdir : remove/delete an existing directory, provided it is empty. 


Example 1: Delete the newfoider directory if its empty. 


$ rmdir newfolder

rm 


rm -r directory : deletes a directory recursively along with its content. 


Example 1: Delete the old directory along with its content. 


$ rm -r old

clear 
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clear : clear terminal 


Example 1: Clear the contents of your terminal. 


$ clear
